er, owned by the Tulare County 
Grain Improvement Association

More Cash Money 
Going To Farmers 


Farmers have taken in more 
cash from marketing of farm 
products so far this year than 
they did a year ago, says Wm. E.. 
Gilfillan, Tulare county farm 
advisor, University of California 
Agricultural. Extension Service. 


Both crops and livestock have 
brought in about four per cent 
more income than during the 
same period last year. 

Mr. Gilfillan quotes econom- 
ists of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture who estimate that, in 
spite of the bigger gross income 
from markets, the net income 
of farmers is running below last 
year. Farmers are taking in 
more cash, but they have less af- 
ter paying expenses. 

So far this year, hired labor_ 


tries taking part in the Recovery 
Program. Even though European 
countries report bigger crops 
than last year, there still won’t 
be. as much wheat to eat per 
person as before the war|. During 
this past year we exported 485,- 
000,000 bushels, an all-time 
high. For this coming year, econ- 
omists foresee another year of 
very sizeable U. S, wheat exports.

How valuable is poultry or 
rabbit manure? 

That depends upon the ma- 
nure. The No. 1 grade of poul- 
try manure contains about 2.5 
per cent nitrogen, 2.5, per cent 
phosphoric acid and 1.2 per cent 
potash. The No. 2 grade, includ- 
ing straw, contains about 1,6 
per cent nitrogen, 1.2 per cent 
phosphoric acid, and 1.2 per cent

A hen produces from 60 to 90 
pounds of air-dry manure a 
year, A breeding doe and her 
litters should produce from six 
to eight cubic feet of manure 
with straw, weighing from 240 
to 360 pounds or somewhat less 
if very dry. Manure produced by 
a hen-in a year has been valued 
at 15 to 30 cents.

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posal is a veritable political 
Trojan horse. 


It was originated, developed 
and promulgated by a combina- 
tion of pressure groups\‘and min- 
ority agencies headed- by the po- 
litical bosses of union labor. 

Attracted to its support are 
many well meaning and worthy 
persons, but the motivation back 
of the effort to upset the checks 
and balances of our State Legis- 
lature is purely selfish. 

Communists, left-wingers gen- 
erally, and exponents of special 
privilege are giving Proposition 
No. 13 their enthusiastic ap- 
proval. Groups favoring aboli- 
tion of the existing legislative 
process and the substitution of 
a one-house legislature are 
» hooping things up for the pro- 
posal, They regard it as the “first 
step’’ toward accomplishment of 
their Own scheme. 


If enacted by popular vote, 
Proposition No. 13 will place the 
Senate of California in the hands 
and under the control of the big 
city politicians and their potent 
allies—the political heads of or- 
ganized labor. 

Labor’s politica] lobbyists have 
wielded great power at Sacra- 
mento over the years. ‘But they 
have never been in a position to 
assume the role of absolute dic- 
tators. 

Proposition No. 13 represents 
their plan to remedy that ‘situa- 
tion. ; 

Under the existing system, an 
Assembly of 80 members is di- 
vided into as many districts, 
éach as closely as ‘may be ac- 
complished to 4/80th of the 
State’s total population. Thus the 

. Assembly is the popular house 
and its members are elected on 
a population basis. 


This system provides for the 
election of 40 Senators under a 
proportional arrangement that 
guarantees just, independent and 
adequate representation for all 
elements of the population, for 
all geographical sections and po- 
litical subdivisions, as well as 
for all the state’s productive

The frying pan was hot, but 
not sizzling, at the Barn theatre 
over last week-end as a cast of 
12 members rushed here and 
there in an effort to produce 
laughs, and while the rushing 
did result in considerable amuse- 
ment for a capacity audience, 
the pan cooled off now and then 
during the evening, most nota- 
bly while Dick Ebbert and Don 
DeRoy were engaged in offstage 
activity. 

If the above sounds a bit con- 
fused, we will explain that we 
are speaking of the stage play, 
“Out Of The Frying Pan,” that 
was offered last week-end at the 
Barn theatre west of Porterville, 
and that will continue its run 
over the coming week-end as 
the final production of the thea- 
tre’s summer season. 

And to further clarify, we 
might also explain that a play 
based on the stage-play version 
of success on Braodway, as is 
“Out Of The Frying Pan,” needs 
to sizzle without exception if 
it is to be a complete success. 

But to further clarify, we 
must confess that as far as we 


‘are concerned the sizzling mom- 


ents were hot enough to offset 
the cooler moments and the show 
is somewhat more than worth the 
price of admission. 

The aforementioned Mr. Eb- 
bert has the natural comedy 
spark and his acting is excellent. 
A scene in which he teams with 
John Graves and Mr, DeRoy as 
an escaped lunatic with his 
keepers just about tops the show 
and leads us to believe that if 
he keeps going, some of us, in the 
years ahead, may be telling each 
other that “(we knew Dick when.” 

And Mr. DeRoy, a man whose 
stage aspirations drew him from 
Hanford to the Barn theatre, 
is adequate in the show’s lead- 
ing role of a young man who 
with two others (Ebbert and 
Graves) along with three girls 
(Carol Norman, Norma Vossler 
and Olene Taggert) succeeds in 
getting a Broadway producer and 
amateur cook (Charles Patmore) 
to cast them all in a road show, 

Howard Baker, of Terra Bella, 
as father of one of the girls and 
a Boston politician, gets well 
involved in several situations 
of humor, but, all-in-all is not 
too convincing, and Mrs. GC. Al- 
lumbaugh, as the landlady, while 
entertaining, could make loud 
laughs out of audience chuckles 
with a little more attention to 


line timing and punch. 

Eldon Hunt, who appears to 
be able to handle any role the 
theatre gives him, appears brief- 
ly as a bewildered cop and Lar- 
ry Lasure overplays the role of 
a second, not-so-bright cop, but 
gets some laughs in doing so. 

Mr. Patmore fit into his part 
satisfactorily and perhaps hand- 
led his lines as well or better 
than the others and Barbara 
Coates showed a world. of im- 
provement in her role of the tat- 
tle-tale niece as compared to her 
first appearance in an _ earlier 
show. Mr. Graves is acceptable, 
more or less, as one-quarter of 
the play’s love interest. 

As a sidelight on the produc- 
tion, Director Pete Tewksbury 
suffered near catastrophe, as 
well as Mr. DeRoy and Jean 
Hobbs, the latter a Hanford 
girl in the role of Marge Benson, 
when Miss Hobbs and Mr. DeRoy 
were involved jn an auto acci- 
den on their way to porterville 
Friday evening.

Assistant Farm Advisor 

The U.S.D:A. beef cattle goal 
year is now changed from a 
calendar year to a year begin- 
ning with July and ending the 
following June 30. Goals estab- 
lished on this new schedule can 
be made available to. producers 
in July instead of in the late 
fall as heretofore, and will have 
a more direct relation to the 
main period of range cattle mar- 
ketings, the culling of herds and 
the time when most cattle are 
placed on feed. 

The breeding herd goal for 
number of beef cows on hand 
January 1, 1949, is a total of 
at least 15.5 million head, or 
nearly as many as were on hand 
at the beginning of 1948. Since 
adjustments in beef cow num- 
bers will be governed largely by 
conditions confronting individu- 
al producers, no specific num- 
ber goals by states are suggest- 
ed, 

Slaughter of 32 million cat- 
tle and calves is recommended as 
the 1948-49 slaughter goal. This 
slaughter would be in line ‘with 
the goal recommended ‘for the 
beef ‘breeding herd next Janu- 
ary 1, the need for meat during 
the period, and the anfount of 
Cattle feeding expected durin: 
the coming season. 

Adjustments in beef cattle 
numbers in Tulare county are 
largely individua] ranch prob- 
lems. Due to the unusual rainfal| 
conditions last winter and spring, 
range feed will vary more widely 
than would normally be expect- 
ed. Range cattlemen who were 
forced to dispose of their breed- 
ing herds during the drought 
are faced with the problem of re-

stocking their ranches. Stockmen 
with a stocker and feeder opera- 
tion are confronted with a short 
supply of cattle at high prices. 
In meeting some of their prob- 
lems, Tulare county stockmen 
should: (1) Maintain their 
breeding herds at as high a lev- 
el as possible but at numbers 
which will be. consistent with 
feed supplies. (2) Carefully ap- 
praise the conditions of their 
ranges as to quality and quant- 
ity of forage which will be avail- 
able this fall. (3) Provide sup- 


plemental feed, where necessary | 


for the promotion of continuous 
growth of young stock and the 
maintenance of breeding animals 
in ‘satisfactory condition. 

(4) Take advantage: of crop 
bi-product feeds, such as_ beet 
tops, which will provide nutri- 
‘ents at as low a cost as pos- 
sible. (Some reduction is pre- 
dicted for feed prices, but with 
a relatively narrow margin be- 
tween the Price of feeder cattle 
and slaughter cattle the effici- 
ent use of feed will be very es- 
sential.) (5) Cull non-producing 
cows from the breeding herds 
and replace them with selected 
young heifers. (6) Provide for 
disease and parasite control.

many types of clothing. Better 
coats, suits and dresses should 
be sent to the commercial dry- 
cleaning plants, but many wool 
garments and non-washable ray- 
ons can be cleaned satisfactor- 
ily at home. 

However, certain precautions 
must be taken against fire. All 
dry cleaning should be done out 
of doors, away from buildings 
and dry grass. A warm, dry day 
is best as there is a possibility 
of fire from static electric sparks 
if the weather is cold and windy. 

Only cleaning solvents which 
conform with Stoddards specifi- 
cations should be used. They will 
burn if -exposed to fire, but will 
not explode under ordinary con- 
ditions. 
ride to remove spots. Never use 
gasoline and naptha as they are 


extremely explosive. 


Keep. cleaning solvents in la- 
beled air-tight containers. Store 
them in a cool, dry place away 
from the sun. 

Never use a washing machine 
for dry cleaning. Sparks from 
the friction may start a fire. Use 
a pan large enough to prevent 
crowding, and enough solvent to 
cover the garment, Wear rubber 
gioves, or cover your hands with 
a4 protective lotion. Be very care- 
ful not to splash the clothes you 
are wearing with solvent. 


When garments mave been 
cleaned, hang them outside to 
dry. Never dry them in the 
house. Be sure they are thor- 
oughly aired and free from sol- 
vent before ironing. 


After taking all these precau- 
tions, should a fire occur, do not 
use water. Smother the flames 
with a wool blanket or with 
sand or loose dirt. If your own 
clothing catches fire, do not run. 
Lie down and roll on the ground, 
or wrap yourself in a blanket. 


For further and more com- 
plete instruction on dry clean- 
ing at home, ask for a copy of 
the leaflet prepared by Ethel- 
wyn Dodson, extension specialist 
in clothing at the University of 
California. It is available free up- 
on request from the Agricultural 
Extension Service Office, Post 
Office Building, Visalia.

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Watch Tomatoes 
For Nematode

The best time to learn if the 
soil is infested with root-knot 
nematode where tomatoes are 
grown is during the growing 
season. Sick or stunted tomato 
plants should be examined for 
nematodes because a good piece 
of tomato land can become un- 
profitable in a short time if in- 
fected.

When the presence of. nema- 
todes in the soil is known, corn, 
onions, or other plants resistant 
to nematodes can be grown. PORTERVILLE 
Crops that are susceptible to the ; 
nematodes may be moved to oth- 
er sections. Nematodes are active : 
in warm weather and do not ——————————_— 
bother garden crops in winter 
months. 

Soil fumigation is used by 
growers in infested areas to 
bring the nematodes under con- 
trol. This will reduce their num- 
bers to the point that they will 
not be sufficient to damage the 
crop appreciably for one season. 

Where the nematodes are in 
the soil, it may be necessary to 
fumigate from year to year. 
Fumigants should be applied to 
the soil three weeks before to- 
matoes or celery are set out in 
the field, but the time to determ- 
ine the necessity for fumigation 
is now, when the plants are 
growing.
